tied long, but Foztune (willing to increaſe their happines) lent 
them a ſonne,ſo adomed with the giſts of nature, as the perfection 
ofthe Childe greatly augmented the loue of the parentes , and

Paſſing the ſtreetes thus with 
ſuch rare ſightes, hey rode on to the Pallace, where Pan oltoen- 
tertained Egiſtus and his Sycilians with ſuch banqueting and 
ſumptuous cheare, ſo ropallp, as thep alt had cauſe to cõmend his 
pꝛincelp liberalitp, pea, the verie baſeſt ſlaue that was knowue to 
come from Sycitia was vſed with ſuch turteſie, 5 Egiſtus might 
eaſily perceine how both hee and his were.houozed fo2 his friendes 
ſake,Bellariaſwhoin hertime was the flower of curteſie, willing 
to ſhew how unkapn eelooned her huſ band by his friends in · 
tertainemẽt, vſed him ikewiſe-Lo familtarly, chat her countenauce 
bewꝛaied how her minde was affectevcowardes him; oftentimes 
comming her ſelfe into his bed chamber, to ſe that nothing ſhoulp 
be amis to millike him.

into the mayne Sea and then cut in ſunder the coarde, which they 
had no ſooner done, but there aroſe a mighty tempeſt, which tol⸗ 
ſed the little Boate ſo vehemently in the waues, that the ſhipmen 
thought it coulde not continue longe without lincking , peathe 
ſtoʒme grewe ſo great, that with much labour and perill they got 
ts the ſhoare, But leauing the Childe to her foztunes, Againe to 
pandoſto, who not pet glutted with ſufficient reuenge, deuiſed 
which wap he ſhould belt increaſe his Miues calamitie. But firft Ui 
aſſembling his Nobles and Counſellozs , hee talled her foz the...” 
mote repꝛoch into open Court, where it was obiected againſther, 
that ſhe had committed adulterie with Egiſtus,and conſpired with 
Franion to poyſon Pandoſto her huſband, but their pꝛetence be⸗ 
ing partely ſpyed, ſhee counſellcdthem to flie away by night foꝛ 
their better ſafety , Bellaria, who ſtanding like a pꝛiſoner at the 
Barre, feeling in her ſelfe a cleare Conſcience to withſtand her 
falſe accuſers:ſeeing that no leſſe then death could pat iſte her hul⸗ 
bands wꝛath, waxed bolde, and dcſired that ſhe might haue Lawe 
and Juſtice, foꝛ mercy ſhee nepther craued noꝛ hoped foz, and that 
thoſe periured wetches, which had falſly accuſedher to the Ring, 
might be bꝛought befoze her face, to giue in entdence;! But Pan⸗ 
doſto, whoſe rage and Jealauſie was ſuch, as no reaſon, noz equi⸗ 
tie could appeaſeꝛtolde her, that fo ber accuſersthep were of uch 
credite, as their woꝛdes were ſufficient witneſſe, and that the ſo⸗ 
daine & ſecret flight of Egiſtus, @ Franion confirmed that which 
hep had confeed 3 and as foꝝ her, it was her parte to deny ſuch a 
onſtrus crime, aud to be impudent in koꝛlwearing the lat, ſince 
te had paft all ſhame in commit ting the fault: but her ſtale 
> ntenaunce ſhould ſtand fo} es ih as the Baſtard which 
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Ge bate was ſerued, u ſhe ſhonld with ſome truell deachbe regu⸗ 
ted. Bellaria no whit diſmayed with this rough reply tolde her 
Hul band Pandoſto, that he ſpake vpon choller, and not conſci⸗ 
ence k̃oꝝ her vertuous life had beene euer ſuch, as no ſpot of ſuf. 

pition could euer ſta ine. And it ſhe had boꝛne a frendly counte⸗ 
daunce ta Egiſtus, it was in reſpect he was his friende, and not 
foxanpluſting affection: therefoze if he were condemned with: 

out any further pofe;itwasrigour,andnot Law. The noble 

men wbich late in iudgement, ſaid that Bellaria ſpake reaſon, and 
intreated the king that the accuſers might be openly examined,

n finde her guilty (foz (eeing ſhe was a Pꝛince) He ought to be cry: 
| ed by her pres, then let her haue ſuch puniſhment as the extre⸗ 
mitie of the Law will aſſigne to luch malefactoꝛs. The king pꝛe⸗ 
ſently made an were, that in this caſe he migyt, and would dil; 
pence with the Law. and that the Jury being once panneld, they 
ſhould take his woꝛd fo? ſufficient euidence, otherwiſe hewould 
make the pꝛoudeſt ofthem repent it. The noble men ſing the 
king in choler. were all whiſt, but Bellaria, whole like ihen hung 
in che ballaunce, fearing moꝛe perpetuall inkamie, then momen⸗ 
tart? death, tolde the king. if his furte might aud fox a Law, that 
it were baine to haue the Jurp yeeld their verdit, and therekoze 
ſhe fell downe vpon her kuees , and deſired the king that fo? the 
loue he hare to his young ſonne Garinter , whome the bzought 
intothe world, that hee woulde,graunt her arequeſt , which was 
this that it would pleaſe his maieſtie to ſend.ſire of his noble men 
whome he beſt truſted, to the Ille of Delphos, there to enquire 
of the Ozacle of Apollo, whether ſhe had cammitted adulterp 
with Egiſtus, oʒ conſpired to popſon him with Franion: and if 
the God Apollo, who by his deuine efſence knew al ſecrets, gaue 
| anſ were that ſhe was guiltte , ſhe were content to ſuffer any tozs 
ment, were it neuer ſocerrible, - The requeft was ſoreaſonable, 
that Pandoſtocoutd not fo2 ſhame deny it, vnleſſe he woulde bee 
counted of all his fubtets moꝛe wilfull then wiſe., he therefoze a» 
gtrerd chat with as much ſpeede as fight be there ſhould be cer- 
tine Embaſſadozesdiſpatghen to the Ile of Delphos and in the 
dieane ſeaſon be commanded that his wife ſhould! be kept in clole 
Paſon.;; Bellaria hauing obtained this graunt ; was now moze

barked themſelues to this voyage, which (the wind and weather 
ſeruing fit koꝛ their purpoſe) was ſoone ended, Foz within thꝛee 
weekes they arriued at Delphos, where they were no ſooner ſet 
on lande, but with great deuotion they went to the Temple of A. 
pollo, and there offring ſaftifice totbe G O O, andgiftes to the 
Wieſt, as the cuſtome was, they humbly traued an aunſwere ol 
cheir demaund: they had not long kneeled at the Altar, but Apol. 
lo with a loude voice ſaide: Bohemians, what you finde behinde 
the Alter take, and depart. They fozthwith obeying the Dꝛacle 
founde a ſcroule of parchment, whercln was witten thele words 
in letters of Golde.

ting this comicall euent, reioyced greatly at his ſonnes good 
happe, and without delay (to the perpetuall top of the two 
pong Louers) celebꝛated the martiage: which was no ſooner 
ended, but Pandoſto( calling to mind how firſt he betraied his 
friend Egiſtus, how his iealouſte was the tauſe of Bellarias 
death, that contrarie to the lam of nature hee had luſted after 
his owne Daughter) moued with chele deſperate thoughts, he 
fell in a melancholie fit, and to cloſe vp the Comedie with a 
Tragicall ſtratagem hee ſlewe himſelfe,whoſe death being 
many dates bewailed of Fawnia , Doraſtus , and his deere 

friend Egiſtus, Doraſtus taking his leaue ofhis father, 
N 7 and the dead coꝛps into Bo- 
ia, er they were ſump⸗
